WalletHub  ranks 
in  best  community

In  a  study  that  surveyed  hun¬ 
dreds  of  community  colleges 
across  the  U.S.,  Itawamba  Com¬ 
munity  College  ranked  25  in  best 
community  colleges,  according  to 
a  recent  study  from  financial  web¬ 
site  WalletHub. 

The  2019’s  Best  &  Worst  Com¬ 
munity  Colleges  list  was  released 
Monday  (Aug.  19)  and  looked  at 
710  community  colleges  which  are 
part  of  the  American  Association 


of  Community  Colleges.  According 
to  the  website  of  the  American  As¬ 
sociation  of  Community  Colleges, 
more  than 
1,200  institu¬ 
tions  represent¬ 
ing  more  than 
12  million  stu¬ 
dents  are  a  part, 
and  WalletHub 
acknowledged  that  they  chose  to 
look  at  a  sample  size  rather  than  all 
member  schools  due  to  data  limi¬ 
tations. 

WalletHub  focused  on  commu- 


colleges 

nity  colleges  because  of  their  af¬ 
fordability. 

“Community  colleges  offer  stu¬ 
dents  the  ability  to  get  higher  edu¬ 
cation  without  having  as  much 
financial  strain.  During  the  2018  to 
2019  academic  year,  tuition  and 
fees  for  full-time,  in-state  enroll¬ 
ment  at  a  public  two-year  college 
averaged  #3,600  per  year  versus 
$10,320  at  a  public  four-year  insti¬ 
tution  and  $35,830  at  a  four-year 
private  school.”

For  years  when  I  heard  the  word  “homecom¬ 
ing,”  I  immediately  thought  of  a  football  game,  the 
queen  and  her  court  and  a  bigger-than-usual  pep 
rally.  To  me,  those  seemed  to  be  the  only  major 
differences.

ICC’s  President  Allen  reflects, 
looks  to  the  future

Dr.  Jay  Allen  is  in  his  third 
year  as  president  of  Itawamba 
Community  College  and  has  al¬ 
ready  made  a  lot  of  progress.  His 
primary  goal  since  coming  to  ICC 
has  been  to  constantly  strive  to 
“get  a  little  bit  better  each  and 
every  day.” 

In  a  recent  interview  with  ICC’s 
President,  he  discussed  his 
progress  at  ICC  thus  far.  The  ICC 
Fulton  Campus  has  been  able  to 
expand  the  Student  Activities  Cen¬ 
ter  to  include  a  new  ping  pong 
table,  pool  table,  a  few  TVs,  and 
hopefully  soon,  new  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  HVAC  system,  he 
said. 

Improvements 

The  Tupelo  Campus  will  soon 
be  opening  its  new  Academic  and 
Student  Center,  which  encom¬ 
passes  Allen’s  goal  of  constant  im¬ 
provement.  It  will  include 
classrooms,  faculty  offices,  a  large 
computer  lab,  student  services,  a 
cafeteria  and  a  new  bookstore 
with  The  Grounds.  “We  get  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  repurpose  all  of  the 
existing  spaces  on  campus  that 
will  be  free. ..so  that  allows  us  to 
really  think  outside  of  where  we’ve 
been,  possibly  creating  a  new  fit¬ 
ness  center  there,  moving  the  li¬ 
brary  and  creating  an  academic 
support  center,”  Allen  said. 

At  the  Belden  Center,  there  is 
hope  in  the  air  for  a  new  program 
to  be  added  by  a  grant  from  the 


state  for  new  equipment  for  a  Ro¬ 
botics  and  Engineering  program, 
Allen  said. 

Community  Partnerships 

As  well,  new  enhancements  are 
taking  place  in  the  community 
with  partnerships  with  Tupelo 
High  School  on  the  new  Middle 
College,  an  opportunity  now  open 
to  other  schools  as  well.  Allen 
mentioned  that,  “We  have  11  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  program  now  which  is 
a  great  start,  and  we  can  see  where 
that  goes.”  Middle  College  is  a 
program  that  allows  students  to 
graduate  with  a  diploma  and  an 
associate’s  degree  at  the  same 
time.” 

“Volleyball  starts  fall  of  2020 
with  Priscilla  Morgan  starting  as 
head  coach  this  past  August, 
scouting  and  recruiting  this  year,” 
Allen  said. 

Among  new  additions,  the 
Archery  Club  will  be  headed  by 
Michael  Nanney. 

Accomplishments 

ICC  thus  far  has  been  able  to 
accomplish  a  lot  since  Allen  has 
become  president.  “This  summer 
a  report  from  the  Institutions  of 
Higher  Learning  stated  that  ICC 
transfer  students  produce  more 
graduates  from  the  eight  univer¬ 
sities  in  Mississippi  than  any  other 
community  college  in  the  state.” 
ICC  as  well  had  the  highest  grad¬ 
uation  rate  at  the  college  this  past 
year  and  had  the  second  highest 
grade  point  average  among  all 
transfer  completers  at  universities 


with  a  3.26.  Allen  stated,  “Not 
only  are  you  able  to  get  a  great  ed¬ 
ucation  with  academic  integrity 
but  at  a  great  price  point  with  tu¬ 
ition  guarantee  many  times.” 

Family 

Allen’s  family  is  extremely  im¬ 
portant  to  him.  Although  he  has  a 
busy  schedule,  which  doesn’t  stop 
at  4:30  or  even  5  p.m.,  involving 
them  is  significant.  “My  job  takes 
me  away  from  the  family  a  good 
bit,  but  the  great  thing  is  there  are 
a  lot  of  things  they  can  come  and 
do  with  me.”  Allen,  wife  Belinda 
and  two  daughters,  Emma  Grace 
and  Mollianne,  assisted  with 
move-in  day,  Aug.  11.  “The  chal¬ 
lenging  part  is  my  daughters’ 
school  events  and  trying  to  bal¬ 
ance  supporting  them  as  well  as 
keeping  them  a  part  of  the  events 
here.” 

Activities 

Allen  enjoys  all  of  the  activities 
he  has  the  opportunity  in  which 
to  be  involved  with  the  students. 
“Day  to  day  in  the  office,  all  of  the 
meetings  I  go  to,  that  is  not  always 
the  fun  stuff.  Getting  involved 
with  the  students  and  helping 
them  be  successful  reminds  me  of 
why  we  do  what  we  do.”  He  enjoys 
hosting  student  leader  and  Indian 
Delegation  dinners  at  his  home. 

“I  hope  our  students  will  join  us 
for  all  of  our  sports  activities  and 
performances  to  get  engaged.  The 
more  students  get  involved  on 
campus,  the  more  successful  they 
will  be.”

“None  of 
the  work  we  do  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  without  the  generous 
support  of  individuals  and 
companies,  like  Bancorp¬ 
South,  that  believe  in  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  Itawamba  Community 
College  and  our  communities 
as  a  whole.” 

ICC  received  the  donation 
from  BancorpSouth,  Aug.  20, 
when  Allen  was  invited  to 
speak  to  community  leaders 
about  the  College’s  work  with 
students  enrolled  in  the  Adult 
Education/Basic  Skills  pro¬

Students  may  provide  their 
opinions  through  the  fall  semes¬ 
ter’s  Student  Evaluation  of  In¬ 
struction,  according  to  Diann 
Nichols,  assessment  coordinator 
in  the  office  of  Strategic  Planning 
and  Institutional  Effectiveness. 
Each  student  will  receive  these 
surveys  throughout  the  semester 
based  on  term  dates.  Students  will 
receive  an  email  survey  for  each 


class  (traditional,  online  and  hy¬ 
brid)  in  which  they  are  enrolled. 
SEIs  will  also  populate  inside  each 
course  in  Canvas  so  that  students 
may  choose  to  take  the  SEI  via  the 
email  invitation  or  Canvas  link 
based  on  personal  preference  for 
each  class. 

All  student  survey  responses 
remain  anonymous,  and  instruc¬ 
tors  do  not  receive  the  SEI  results 
until  after  submitting  final  grades 
at  the  end  of  each  semester.

scholarship,  service,  fellowship  and 
leadership. 

Becoming  a  member  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  is  extremely  beneficial  for  com¬ 
munity  college  students,  Lowe  said.  To 
receive  an  invitation  to  PTK,  commu¬ 
nity  college  students  must  meet  a  few 
requirements.  A  student  must  have 
completed  a  minimum  of  12  hours  and 
have  a  3.5  cumulative  GPA  to  be  in¬ 
cluded.  Once  the  requirements  have 
been  met,  the  student  will  receive  an 
invitation  via  email,  and  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  choose  a  chapter  through 
myTribe.  To  maintain  membership,  a 
student  will  be  required  to  maintain  a 
3.3  GPA.  This  year,  eight  Golden  Op¬ 
portunity  Scholarships  will  be  given  to 
incoming  PTK  members  who  are  Pell 
eligible,  Lowe  said. 

Phi  Theta  Kappa  offers  community 
college  students  the  opportunity  to  en¬ 
hance  their  leadership  abilities  and 
service  skills  while  also  earning  hun¬ 


dreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  dollars  in 
scholarship  money.  Students  who  plan 
to  transfer  to  certain  universities  can 
earn  a  minimum  of  $8,000  in  scholar¬ 
ships  just  for  being  a  member.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  students  who  obtain  officer 
positions  or  enroll  in  Honors  classes 
typically  earn  additional  scholarships. 
TJ  McIntosh  of  Wren  and  Anna 
Pounds  of  Golden  were  both  recipients 
of  the  Coca-Cola  Leaders  of  Promise 
scholarship.  Katherine  Morgan  of 
Amory  was  awarded  the  Dowell  Lead¬ 
ership  scholarship  for  scoring  the  high¬ 
est  on  the  PTK  application  out  of  all 
other  Mississippi  students.  Morgan, 
who  is  the  Mississippi/Louisiana  Re¬ 
gional  Reporter,  was  asked  how  she 


balanced  PTK,  school  work  and  other 
extracurriculars. 

“Balancing  my  PTK  responsibilities, 
school  work  and  other  extracurriculars 
is  all  about  time  management,”  Mor¬ 
gan  said.  “I  keep  a  strict  schedule  that 
has  everything  planned  out  as  well  as  I 
try  not  to  procrastinate  any  of  my 
school  work.  Also  knowing  my  person¬ 
ality  and  learning  types  is  a  huge  bonus 
in  keeping  my  life  balanced.” 

There  are  so  many  opportunities  for 
involvement  with  Phi  Theta  Kappa. 
Community  college  students  can  be¬ 
come  international  officers,  regional 
officers  and  chapter  officers.  Upsilon 
Sigma  chapter  president  Kalyn  John¬ 
son  was  asked  what  influenced  her  to 


run  for  that  office. 

“There  were  two  things  that  influ¬ 
enced  me  to  run  for  PTK  president, 
Johnson  said.  “First,  it  was  that  I  had 
heard  about  all  the  great  differences 
PTK  chapter  members  can  make  in  the 
college,  community  and  the  world.  For 
example,  the  Honors  in  Action  Project, 
College  Project  and  simply  being  more 
involved  in  the  community  and  college 
are  a  few  of  those  potential  differences. 
I  knew  I  wanted  to  be  a  part  of  such  an 
influential  organization,  possibly  even 
be  a  leader.  The  second  thing  is  actu¬ 
ally  a  ‘who.’  Like  I  mentioned  before,  I 
knew  I  wanted  to  be  a  leader  in  our 
chapter,  but  I  was  a  little  unsure  if  I 
was  worthy  enough  to  run  for  the  pres¬ 
ident  position.  However,  Mrs.  (Robin) 
Lowe  and  Mrs.  (Heather)  McCormick 
influenced  me  to  run  for  president  and 
assured  me  of  my  abilities  as  a  leader, 
and  I  am  eternally  grateful  to  them  for 
this.” 

There  are  also  great  opportunities 
for  PTK  members.  PTK  meetings  are 
the  last  Monday  of  every  month  in  the 
Boggs  Humanities  Building,  classroom 
110  at  12:10  p.m.  The  Beta  Tau  Sigma 
chapter  (Tupelo)  meets  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month.  Recruiters  from 
various  universities  join  these  meet¬ 
ings  often  to  recruit  PTK  students.

Greek  and  Latin),  Golden  Gate 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  (D. 
Min.  in  Theology  and  History). 
He  has  also  studied  at  The  Grad¬ 
uate  Theological  Union  of 
Berkley,  Sorrento  Lingue  Inter¬ 
national  Language  Institute  in 


Sorrento,  Italy,  the  Art  Students 
League  of  New  York  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  Academy  of  Design  in  New 
York. 

Armistead  began  formal  stu¬ 
dio  training  in  Mobile,  Ala.  when 
he  was  eight  years  old,  working 
in  pastels  and  oils.  He  continued 
art  studies  through  college  and 
participated  in  master’s  classes 
taught  by  Everett  Raymond  Kin- 
stler  at  the  Lyme  Academy  of 
Fine  Art  in  Old  Lyme,  Conn. 

A  former  kindergarten  and 
high  school  teacher,  Armistead 
has  served  as  pastor  of  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  in  Guerneville,  Calif., 
Waimea  Baptist  Church  and 
Kailua  Baptist  Church  (Hawaii) 
and  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Tu¬ 
pelo.  He  was  formerly  religion 
editor  for  the  Northeast  Missis¬ 
sippi  Daily  Journal  and  is  cur¬ 
rently  pastor  of  Unity 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Plantersville. 

Armistead  is  the  author  of 
three  mystery  novels,  A  Legacy 


of  Vengeance,  A  Homecoming 
for  Murder  and  Cruel  as  the 
Grave.  His  novel  for  young  peo¬ 
ple,  The  $66  Summer ,  was 
named  by  the  New  York  Public 
Library  as  one  of  the  best  books 
for  teenagers  published  in  2000. 
His  novel,  The  Return  of  Gabriel, 
is  used  in  many  schools  through¬ 
out  the  nation  in  teaching  about 
the  civil  rights  era. 

Armistead  is  a  member  of 
Mystery  Writers  of  America,  The 
Author’s  Guild,  the  Portrait  Soci¬ 
ety  of  America  and  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Art  Colony.

Upon  notification  of  campus  lockdown,  everyone 
must  react  immediately. 

The  procedures  include 

1)  Lock  all  doors  and  windows. 

2)  Close  all  blinds. 

3)  Turn  off  lights. 

4)  Use  room  furnishings  to  barricade  doors  and 
as  protection. 

5)  Everyone  should  sit  on  the  floor,  away  from 
doors  and  windows. 

6)  Make  no  noise. 

7)  Remain  in  lockdown  until  it  is  cleared  with  a 
notice  via  ICC  ALERT  or  the  police/administrator 
gives  te  ALL  CLEAR  code. 

In  addition,  these  are  procedures  in  the  event  of 
severe  weather  conditions  or  evacuation.

ACT 
WorkKeys  preparation  and  score 
improvement,  as  well  as  work 
readiness  skills,  are  also  offered. 
Reading,  math  and  writing  re¬ 
fresher  skills  area  also  offered  to 
individuals  seeking  to  improve 
their  employability  or  educational 
skills,  even  if  they  already  hold  a 
high  school  credential.  ICC  also 
offers  English  as  a  Second  Lan¬ 
guage  classes  to  help  non-native 
English  speakers  build  and  im¬ 
prove  their  reading,  speaking,  lis¬ 
tening  and  writing  skills  as  well  as 
United  States  Citizenship  skills, 
which  may  be  included. 

“I  appreciate  being  able  to 
come  to  the  WIN  Center  in  Ponto¬ 
toc  to  finish  up  my  studies  be¬ 
cause  it’s  close  to  home,”  said 
Wanda  Byars  of  Troy.  “I  only  have 


math  left  to  finish.  The  GED 
classes  are  very  good  and  on 
point.  At  my  age,  I  may  not  be 
going  back  to  work,  but  the  num¬ 
ber  one  priority  on  my  bucket  list 
is  to  earn  my  GED.  I  will  be  65  in 
December.” 

To  Joey  Hill  of  Fulton,  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  Fulton  Family  Re¬ 
source  Center,  “adult  education 
means  that  second  chances  really 
do  exist.  It  has  flipped  my  world 
right  side  up.  It  gave  me  a  sense  of 
belonging.” 

ICC  served  more  than  800  in¬ 
dividuals  in  adult  education  last 
year,  Houston  said. 

Persons  interested  in  enrolling 
in  classes  must  be  out  of  school 
and  at  least  16  years  of  age  or 
older.

nancing,  557  in  education  out¬ 
comes  and  269  in  career  out¬ 
comes. 

The  importance  of  commu¬ 
nity  colleges  for  workforce 
training  was  something  cur¬ 
rent  GOP  gubernatorial  candi¬ 
date  Tate  Reeves  outlined  in  a 
workforce  development  plan 
proposing  $75  million  be  in¬ 
vested  in  community  colleges. 
In  a  previous  Daily  Journal  ar¬ 
ticle,  Reeves  commented  on 
working  out  plans  for  how  the 
$75  million  would  be  spent  to 
modernize  workforce  training 
facilities. 


“We  have  more  work  to  do 
on  exactly  what  that  will  look 
like.  We  will  work  with  our 
community  college  partners  to 
ensure  that  we’re  meeting  the 
demands  that  they  have,  and 
that  is  something  that  we  will 
try  very  hard  to  work  with 
them  over  the  next  six 
months,”  Reeves  said  in  a  July 
24  press  conference  at  the 
Belden  Conference  Center  of 
Itawamba  Community  Col- 
lege.

Indians  start  season,  0-2 

Losses  to  Pearl  River,  East  Central

ICC  FALLS  TO  PEARL  RIVER 
IN  HOME  OPENER 


After  a  late  rally  to  beat  Pearl  River 
last  season,  the  ICC  football  team  saw 


the  Wildcats  return  the  favor  with  a  35- 
31  victory  after  scoring  inside  30  sec¬ 
onds  left  in  the  Aug.  29  game. 

Pearl  River  scored  on  a  23-yard 
touchdown  pass  with  16.4  seconds  left  in 
the  game  to  take  a  35-31  advantage.  The 
Indians  quickly  advanced  the  ball  near 
midfield  and  connected  on  a  jump  ball, 
but  the  Wildcats  quickly  made  the  tackle 
after  time  had  expired  to  pick  up  the 


come-from-behind  victory.

River  answered  with  a  one-yard  scoring 
run  and  a  successful  extra  point  to  take 
a  7-6  lead  with  6:40  left  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter. 

Tucker  finished  the  game  with  134 
yards  and  a  touchdown  on  eight  catches. 

The  Indians  regained  the  lead  when 
Memphis  commit  Sylvonta  Oliver 
(Sardis)  returned  an  interception  60 
yards  for  a  touchdown  while  Skylar  Gris¬ 
som  (Fulton)  added  the  extra  point  to 
give  ICC  a  13-7  lead  with  2:48  left  until 
halftime.  Pearl  River  answered  again 
with  a  29-yard  touchdown  pass  to  sneak 
into  the  break  with  a  14-13  lead. 

Grissom  connected  on  one  of  three 
field  goal  attempts  and  two  of  three  extra 
point  attempts. 

Mills  found  Damien  Elay  (Nettleton) 
on  a  34-yard  touchdown  pass  and  hit 
Hiram  Wadlington  (Oxford)  on  a  quick 
pass  for  the  two-point  conversion  to  take 
a  21-14  advantage  at  the  3:48  mark  of 
the  third  quarter.  Pearl  River  recovered 
an  onside  kick  attempt  and  cashed  in  on 
the  first  play  from  scrimmage  with  a  46- 
yard  scoring  toss  to  tie  the  game  at  21 
with  3:35  left. 

Grissom  connected  on  a  32-yard  field 
goal  to  give  the  Indians  a  24-21  lead 
early  in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  Wildcats 
answered  with  a  10-yard  run  to  retake 
the  lead,  28-24,  with  4:41  left  in  the  final 
frame.  The  Indians  answered  on  the  en¬ 
suring  drive  with  a  27-yard  touchdown 
pass  from  Mills  to  Barry  Flowers 
(Batesville)  to  take  a  31-28  lead  after 
Grissom’s  extra  point  before  Pearl 
River’s  game- winning  touchdown. 


Mills  completed  24  of  42  passing  for 
400  yards  and  three  touchdowns. 
Wadlington  rushed  for  89  yards  on  15 
carries  and  hauled  in  three  catches  for 
22  yards  on  the  night. 

The  Indians  allowed  434  yards  of 
total  offense  (254  passing,  180  rushing). 
Peyton  Rea  (Madison)  led  the  way  with 
11  tackles  while  Kenneth  Martin  (Colum¬ 
bus)  added  seven  tackles.  Oliver  added 
six  tackles  to  go  along  with  the  60-yard 
interception  return.

Miller  from  1966-68. 

He  earned  the  associate’s  degree 
from  IJC  and  both  the  bachelor’s  and 
master’s  degrees  from  Mississippi  State 
University. 

From  1985-87,  Jones  served  as  offen¬ 
sive  coordinator  for  the  Indians,  serving 
under  Coach  Mike  Eaton.  The  Indians 
were  North  Division  champions  in  1986. 

Jones’s  coaching  career  has  encom¬ 
passed  all  three  levels,  high  school  and 
both  junior  and  senior  college.  His  total 
record  is  73-24-5. 

He  was  the  head  coach  at  New  Hope, 
Columbus  Caldwell  and  Itawamba  Agri¬ 
cultural  High  School. 

Jones’  honors  include  Parkway  Con¬ 
ference  champions  for  five  years,  when 
he  was  at  New  Hope;  and  Little  10  Con¬ 
ference  runner-up  champions  in  1978 
and  south  division  champions  in  1979 
when  he  was  at  Columbus  Caldwell.

in  1971  and  1972,  Lowndes  County  coach 
of  the  year  in  1947  and  Little  Ten  Con¬ 
ference  (South)  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
1979. 

Jones’  collegiate  coaching  includes 
North  Texas  State  University,  where  he 
coached  wide  receivers  and  tight  ends, 
and  graduate  assistant  at  the  University 
of  Southern  Mississippi. 

Jones  played  both  football  and  base¬ 
ball  at  Okolona  High  School. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  Trinity

Baptist  Church  in  Fulton  since  1982.  He 
and  his  wife,  the  former  Patsy  Callahan, 
have  one  son,  Brian  Tyler  Jones,  who  is 
superintendent  of  the  Webster  County 
School  District. 

McPhee  the  first  two  years  of  his  col¬ 
lege  career  at  ICC,  where  he  was  named 
an  NJCAA  All-American  as  a  sopho¬ 
more,  a  season  in  which  he  led  the  na¬ 
tion  with  13.5  sacks.  During  his  career  at 
ICC,  he  tallied  124  tackles  (92  solo),  32.5 
sacks,  73.5  tackles  for  loss,  47  quarter¬ 


back  pressures  and  four  ffs  in  18  games. 

He  transferred  to  Mississippi  State 
University,  where  he  was  named  to  the 
coaches  All-SEC  first-team  as  a  senior  in 
2010  and  was  named  first-team  All-SEC 
as  a  junior  in  2009.  He  served  as  a  team 
captain  in  2010.  During  his  MSU  career, 
he  started  all  25  of  the  games  in  which 
he  appeared.  In  2009,  he  was  twice 
named  the  SEC  Defensive  Lineman  of 
the  Week. 

McPhee  was  drafted  by  the  Baltimore 
Ravens  in  the  fifth  round  with  the  165th 
overall  pick  of  the  2011  NFL  Draft. 

On  Mar.  10,  2015,  he  signed  a  five- 
year  contract  with  the  Chicago  Bears, 
and  he  was  released  on  Feb.  26,  2018. 

A  month  later,  he  signed  a  one-year 
contract  with  the  Washington  Redskins, 
and  on  May  17  of  this  year,  McPhee 
signed  with  the  Ravens. 

McPhee  only  played  one  year  of  foot¬ 
ball  at  Pahokee  High  School,  where  he 
started  on  both  sides  of  the  ball,  playing 
both  offensive  tackle  and  defensive  end. 

Jones  and  McPhee  will  be  honored  at 
an  award  ceremony  at  4  p.m.,  Oct.  3,  at 
the  lobby  of  the  Davis  Event  Center. 
They  will  be  presented  during  pregame 
of  the  ICC-Holmes  game,  beginning  at  6 
p.m.  at  Eaton  Field.
